A series of presidential procla­ 
mations last night which

Italy as a belligerent subject 
to 
cash and carry" 
neutrality 
re­ 
strictions 
provided 
the 
official 
postscript to 
a 
strongly-worded 
pronouncement on foreign affairs 
by the Chief Executive. 
The Italian government, Mr. 
Roosevelt said in an historic ad­ 
dress at Charlottesville, Va., had 
rejected the opportunity for peace­ 
ful negotiations of its differences 
with France and England. 
"The hand that held the dagger 
has struck it in the back 
of its 
neighbor," he added sternly, 
in­ 
terpolating the sentence into his 
prepared manuscript. 
The 
President 
delivered 
his 
>peech to the graduating class of 
the University of Virginia—which 
included his son. Franklin, Jr.-- 
but to his immediate audience he 
added the nation and most of the 
world by radio. 
Speaking forcefully 
and 
with 
unwonted emotion, 
he 
declared 
that 
the 
widening 
theater 
of 
Europe s w ar imperiled this coun­ 
try s way of life. 
Future of America at Stake 
"Once 
more," 
he 
exclaimed, 
the future of the nation, the fu­ 
ture of the American people is at 
stake." 
Mr. Roosevelt summoned tne 
United States 
to 
intensify 
its 
preparedness for "the task of any 
emergency and every defense.” 
An outside 
world 
"dominated 
by the philosophy of force," lie 
said. would mean for the United 
States the "helpless nightmare cf 
a people w ithout freedom, a people 
lodged in prison, handcuffed, hun­ 
gry, and fed 
through

:Allies Hold Lead in Sea Power 


Axis Strength on Water Is Believed 
Tremendously Inferior, but in Air 
Story Is One of Different Values 


Italy’s w ar declaration boosted 
considerably Adolf Hitler's air su­ 
periority over the Allies but the 
axis powers still cannot match 
Britain and France on the seas, 
on the basis of pre-war naval fig­ 
ures and present-day claims. 
Due to disputed losses among 
Germany, B ritain and France and 
vast new construction among all 
four of the belligerents, compari­ 
sons of the 
opposing sea forces 
can only be general. 
The latest estimates on Italian j 
naval strength give her a tonnage! 
of about 1,000,000. including two 
new 35,000-ton, 15-inch gun bat­ 
tleships described by the Italians 
as the m ost potent things afloat. 
Germany 
started 
with 
about 
half Italy's tonnage but the B rit­ 
ish say she has lost most of it. Her 
chief naval attacking strength lies 
for the m ost part in her subma­ 
rines. 
Stakes up against these axis fig­ 
ures, the Allies began the war 
with the overwhelming total of 
2.835,433 tons of fighting ships. 
Tlieir losses have been heavy but 
they say their replacements have 
bolstered their strength to a fig­ 


ure even higher than their pre-war 
total. 
Italy’s 6 Capital Ship* 
In all, Italy 
has six capital 
ships, no aircraft carriers, seven 
modern heavy cruisers, 12 modern 
light cruisers, 106 ocean-going and 
coastal subm arines and 75 high 
speed m otor torpedo boats. New 
construction 
includes tw*o more 
35,000-ton 
battleships, 
14 
light 
cruisers and 23 submarines. 
Germany started the w ar with 
two battleships, three pocket bat­ 
tleships, eight cruisers, 22 destroy­ 
ers and 65 submarines. One pocket 
battleship, the Admiral Graf Spee, 
was scuttled in Montevideo har­ 
bor. British estim ates of Nazi sub­ 
marine losses have run as high as 
50, and the British have claimed 
German 
cruiser 
and 
destroyer 
strength reduced by more than 
one-half. 
New German construction, some 
of which may now be in service, 
includes four battleships, two air­ 
craft carriers, three heavy cruis­ 
ers, four cruisers, an unstated 
number of destroyers and sub­ 
marines.

Turkey Prepares

W ashington, June ll .—Reports 
th a t 
Germany 
was turning out 
submarines on a semi-mass pro­ 
duction basis stirred allied inter­ 
est today in the possibility of ob­ 
taining destroyers from the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Naval circles 
heard that the 
Germans were concentrating on 
the construction of small subm a­ 
rines of 250 tons, which carry six 
torpedoes 
and 
have a cruising 
range of only 1,000 miles. 
Authorities believe that the pro­ 
duction rate is 12 to 20 a month. 
Many of the U-boats are under­ 
stood to 
have 
been built piece­ 
m eal in the interior of Germany 
and assembled at coastal points 
In view of this construction and 
British 
destroyer 
losses, it was 
learned, the 
British government 
would like to buy any destroyers 
th a t the United States Navy be­ 
lieves it can spare. Well-informed 
sources 
estim ate 
that 25 to 35 
B ritish destroyers have been sunk 
and that more have been put out 
of action. 
Canada Is Interested 
Canada, too. is known to be In­ 
terested in

equipment, if 
not complete destroyers. 
President Roosevelt’s pledge of 
aid to the allies, voiced in his ad­ 
dress last night at Charlottesville.

The United States Navy has 35 
W orld War destroyers which have 
been out of

Berlin also asserted Nazi legions 
had crossed the lower S ein e-w est

Amid these unconfirmed reports 
of sweeping German victories, the 
same sources in Berlin also claim­ 
ed the "destruction" of two entire 
French armies in the great battle 
for Paris, 
now 
apparently fast 
nearing a climax, and said 
that 
mechanized German columns were 
speeding southward to slice France 
in half. 
Nazis estim ated the two French 
armies comprised between 4,000,- 
000 and 5,000,000 m en— apparently 
an extrem ely high figure, since the 
whole 
mobilized 
strength 
of 
ranee has 
been 
reported 
not 
much more than five million. 
Only 1.500.000 
French 
troops 
were believed engaged in the bat­ 
tle of France. 
No Hint of Slaughter 
There was no hint of any Cato*- 
trophic 
slaughter 
in dispatches 
from either Paris or London. Both 
Allied capitals, in fact, have told 
of preponderantly huge 
German 
losses. 
The French high command re­ 
torted that Gen. Maxime Wey- 
gand s French arm ies had stem ­ 
med a trem endous Nazi "scythe'* 
attack aimed at seizing the French 
capital from the rear, while Italy 
still masked her plan of attack as 
a full m ilitary partner of Germany 
"On the Alps front, our troops 
are in position and have not been 
attacked," said the French com­ 
munique. 
Berlin has estim ated that 1,500,- 
000 French Poilus arc intrenched 
on France's southern front—along 
the

Alps—

A R. Poiilon. the “S tate of New 
York ’ had a wooden hull m easur­ 
ing 268 feet long, a bredth of beam 
of 36 feet, and depth of hold of 
nine feet six inches. H er gross 
tonnage w as rated at 1,417 and 
net tonnage at 1,047. Her v erti­ 
cal beam engine was built by Co­ 
banks Se Theall of New York, and 
the cylinder diam eter was 65 in­ 
ches w ith a 12 foot stroke 
The “S tate of New1 York” was 
constructed for the H artford and 
New York 
Steam boat 
Company 
and her nam e was scheduled to be 
•'Vermont.”

launched she was christened the 
“S tate of New York,” under the 
command of Captain D. A Mills 
Costing $200,000

“S tate
